(57) A re-usablG bag fastener is lormed as a one^c© mouWinQ construded of materials able to rwnaln fteidWe and 
fatbue resistant a! low t^nperatures. The fastener has a fnoveat>fe anmia that engages a ratchet device 11 and w»i the 
shank 10 forms a constrfctton which damps the twisted neck of an opened bag. By fxiting tab 12 and aim 13 apart enables 
fastener to be disengaged and tfien removed from bag. 
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This inveDticm relates to a remsaiile bag fastener* 

Bag fastCTers are well knoim devices usually found in dosoestic or 
agrioilturel use to secure opened bags, i.e. frozen foods. These are 
generally plastic tabs or wire twist types that clip or wrap around the 
twisted Mck of an opened bag to prevent spillage. 

Plastic tab or wire fasteners are generally not considered re-*fflable. 
Moreover » they can provide limited security and, if re-used, can have a 
short lifespan. 

According to the present invratiim there is provided a re-useble bag 
fastener conprising a one piece soulding of a fatigm resistant 
fle>cible Material, provided with means for clashing bags of varying 
si^es, an integral catcbaent oeans for rele^ably securing the fastener 
on the bag. 

A specific edbodioent of the invention will now be described by way of 
example with refimnce to the accompanying drawing in fdiicfa:- 

Figure 1. shows in perspective the fastens in an open position. 

Figure 2. illustrates the aethod of use. 

Figure 3. shows fastener in fUly closed position. 
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Referring to the drasdug the fastener exmple shown oomprises a shank 
10 andy at one end, fbraed at an angle to the ahank a ratchet 11 and a 
releasing tab 12. At othw end of ehank an am 13 is foraed back to 
engage ratchet ivith ar& tip 14. 

In order to use the fastener^ the top of an opened hag would be twisted 
to form a tight neck «diereas the fastener would slip around neck as 
shown in Figure 2«, via opeaing 15. fhe an 13 and sbaek 10 are 
squaesed as so to engage arm tip with ratchet teeth 11 with ara blaxfe 
16 foraing a csonstriction with shank 10. Figure 3. illustrates 
fastner in closc»d position. 

In order to release fastester, tab 12 is pulled vdiile ana 13 is teld to 
disengage am tip 14 ftm ratchet teeth 11. Ihe fastener can than be 
withdrawn ttm neck of bag via fuming 15«

2 A re-usable bag fastener as clained in Claia 1 vAerein the 
integral catchment oeans at one end of shank is co^erable with an arm * 
at the other end of shank to liable engagesent of fastener* 

3 A re-usable bag fastener as clainad in Claia 1 or Claia 2 
idierein the catchment means is provided with at least one tooth and an 
esigaganent device. 

4 A re-nsG^le bag fastener as claimed in Claim 2 or Claim 3 
wherein means is provided to arrest the aocideatal disiengBgeBent of 
the catcAment device. 

5 A re-nsable bag fastener as claimed in Claim 4 Wherein means is 
provided by an integral blade or similar means to arrest the sliding 
mov^aent of the fastener on the bag. 

6 A re-usable bag fastener as claimed in my ^neceding claim 
fdiereby means is provided to remove any impediment that restricts 
fleicible movemnt within the fastener* 

7 A re-usca>le bag fastOTer siibstantially as described herein with 
^ refer^ice to Figures 1, - 3. of the acoOQpanying drming. 
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
